price limit a little on those over 75 
Ibs. 


WOOL prices are having trouble 
extending their cyclical rise. Mills 
and topmakers stocked up during 
the shearing season and have bought 
little for weeks. President LEisen- 
hower’s announcement that wool 
cloth import quotas would be re- 
negotiated aroused fear that tariffs 
might be eased. After starting 
strong, foreign primary markets 
have sagged 8-10c a clean pound 
under offerings from record new 
clips in Australia and New Zealand. 
However, the cyclical uptrend in 
world mill use probably will con- 
tinue and will prevent any sustained 
price slump this year. Hold unsold 
wool until there is a better mill de- 
mand for it, but don’t count on any 
sizable price rise. 


MILK prices probably will reach 
their peak in November, then start 
a slow seasonal downswing to a late 
spring low point. Butterfat prices 
will soon sag back to support levels. 
There’s still a small milk surplus. 
November will bring the year’s low- 
est daily production rate. Dairy 
profits will average a little better in 
coming months than a year ago. 
Feed will cost less and dairy prices, 
including veal calves and surplus 
milk cows and heifers, will average 
a little higher. 


Cull closely before going into 
winter quarters. Compare prices of 
protein sources and try to cut your 
feed bill. If you think of going into 
& cow pool, be sure you get accurate 
information on all costs and returns.

You may have seen modifications 
of this plan where one side of a barn 
or shed was used for one side of the 
alley, or where smooth poles were

used in the place of p'anks. By using 
one side of a barn or shed for one 
side of the alley cost of construction 
is cut about in half. 

In our cooperative test work we 
have found that an effective, fast 
method of spraying cattle is to crowd 
cattle into an alley so the heads 
rest on the rumps of cattle just in 
front. Then from the 315- or 414- 
feet-high catwalks on either side we 
spray down on the heads and backs. 

When cattle are held closely in 
this manner, there will be little run- 
off, as most of the material will be 
absorbed by the cattle rubbing to- 
gether. We have found that spraying 
the faces helps control the small 
gnats or flies that spread organisms 
that may cause sore-eye conditions. 

In many cooperative tests with 
varying amounts of spray per animal 
we have found that 11% quarts of 
spray applied to the topline plus 14 
quart of spray applied to the under- 
line of pasture cattle gave the av- 
erage maximum protection against 
horn flies. A 0.75 per cent DDT mix- 
ture gave as long protection as did 
higher concentrations. 


A Good Spray Alley Essential 


The introduction of a _ livestock 
systemic for spray application to 
control many blood-sucking animal 
insect pests such as cattle grubs, lice, 
screwworms, ticks and flies has 
again created a real demand for a 
good spray alley and a rugged, high- 
pressure sprayer that can really get 
the job done. Experienced operators 
know that application is generally 


as important as the spray materials 
used. 

This is especially true in the treat- 
ment of cattle with the one systemic, 
CO-RAL, released in the summer of 
58 for application to cattle for grub 
control as a spray, since this ma- 
terial is taken into the body by ab- 
sorption through the skin. The mere 
misting of this spray material over 
the hair-coat is not effective. The 
skin of the animal’s body must be 
wet. The principle of controlling live- 
stock pests with a systemic differs 
much from the old mist-type treat- 
ment for the control of horn flies. 

The time to treat cattle for grubs 
is in the summer when screwworms, 
flies, ticks and lice are also con- 
trolled for a few weeks with a single 
treatment; before grubs appear in 
the backs of cattle; before extensive 
damage is done. In other words, you 
get more for your money by early 
summer spraying of a systemic. Our 
1958 fall observations indicate that 
grubs were practically all killed in a 
lot of 533 cattle, properly sprayed 
with 0.50 per cent CO-RAL. 


Pressure Needed 


Low pressures of from 20 to 40 
pounds commonly used in weed 
spraying is generally not suitable 
for treating cattle with the new sys- 
temics. The pressure required to wet 
the skin of cattle by spraying de- 
pends on the length and density of 
the hair coat. Low pressures may be 
satisfactory in treating coarse, thin- 
haired animals, but higher pressure

Progress Is Outstanding 


RECORD of 3,676 hogs were 

entered in the 14th National 
Barrow Show at Austin, Minn., Sep- 
tember 15-19. Nine breeds of hogs 
were represented. They came from 
387 farms from 16 states. 

Thirty-nine truckloads of 10 each 
were exhibited. Twenty purebred 
truckloads of the 35 entered com- 
peted and 19 exhibitors of the 23 
entered showed up with crossbred 
truckloads. 

Oscar W. Anderson & Sons, Le- 
land, Ill., a perennial winner exhibit- 
ed the grand champion truck lot. 
These were purebred Polands ex- 
tremely uniform, correctly finished 
and very firmly fleshed.

G. Nash and Sons from 
Sharpsville, Ind., had the second 
place purebred truck lot and reserve 
grand champion of the show on 
Hampshires, another uniform lot.

cism heard was “slightly overdone” 
or “too much frosting’’ or ‘a bit 
soft.”” There has been a great im- 
provement in this particular division 
of the show. The judges found less 
than 2 per cent of the hogs that 
graded in the so-called No. 2 grade. 
The bottom places could have easily 
placed on top just two or three years 
ago. 

Everett Maahs & Sons, Lincoln, 
Neb., dominated the parade of cham- 
pions. They exhibited a 230-pound 
Hampshire barrow that was selected 
grand champion individual of the 
show. This barrow sold for $3.75 a 
pound to Selections, Inc., Sandusky, 
Ohio, in cooperation with Patrick 
Cudahy, Inc., Cudahy, Wis. 

Another Maahs 231-pound Hamp- 
shire was grand champion of the 
big 126-barrow carcass contest. This 
barrow, upon slaughter, yielded 
73.99 per cent, had a 30.5 inch car- 
cass length, 1.23 inch backfat, 5.32 
square inches of loin eye and a live 
cut out value of $21.39 per cwt. 

A 210-pound Duroc exhibited by 
Donald Mark, Viborg, S. Dak., was 
named reserve grand champion indi- 
vidual of the show. 

The winning 15 purebred boars 
and 15 purebred gilts in each breed 
were sold at public auction during 
the show. The champions sold very 
well—$500 to $3,350. The other 
prices showed a reflection of the 
present live-hog prices.

The National Barrow Show is 
serving its purpose well. Great prog- 
ress has been made in the type of 
hogs exhibited. It is a demonstration 
of how exhibitors are meeting the 
consumers’ demand for meatier pork. 

Since the staging of the first 
“National” in Austin, back in 1946, 
the typical market hog arriving on 
the showgrounds has become a lean- 
er animal, having more muscle and 
less fat. Therefore, its cuts are hav- 
ing more and more appeal in the 
show counters of the nation’s food 
stores. The Show, often referred to 
as “The World Series of Swinedom,” 
again this year stressed the need for 
a continuation of the changeover 
from the fat hog of yesterday to the 
meat-type animal of today. 

Sixteen states were represented in 
the entries received—lIllinois, Indi- 
ana, Iowa, Kansas, Maryland, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, North Dakota, Ohio, 
Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, South Da- 
kota and Wisconsin. Iowa again led 
with the largest number of entries— 
115 farmers accounting for 1.007 
hogs. ee 
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HOW GOOD 
ARE IMPLANTED 
FEEDER CATTLE? 


T almost any central market in 
the feeder cattle states this fall, 
the following scene might take place. 
An order buyer walks into a pen 
full of good-to-choice feeders. With- 
out asking the price, he looks them 
over, sees a high tailhead or two, a 
coarse and staggy look about the 
head and shoulders, and a little extra 
teat length on a few steers. Immedi- 
ately he asks: “Have these cattle 
been implanted?” 

Oftentimes the commission man 
may not know the answer. Others 
may hedge and prefer not to answer. 
Still others figure what the buyer 
doesn’t know won’t hurt either of 
them. 

Whether the answer is yes or no, 
chances are the buyer will be sus- 
picious of such cattle and try to buy 
them at a reduced figure. Many 
order buyers have instructions not to 
bid on cattle that have been im- 
planted previously with stilbestrol. 

Ever since the Pure Food and 
Drug Administration sanctioned the 
use of stilbestrol, in the ration or as 
an implant, producers of feeder cat- 
tle have been interested in using it 
to get additional gains. At that time, 
few cattlemen or researchers looked 
far enough ahead to foresee the pos- 
sibility of a kickback from the 
feeder. 


What’s the Problem? 


Why the sudden aversion to pas- 
ture-implanted cattle? Basically, cat- 
tle feeders are afraid that (1) im- 
planted cattle will not gain as well 
as non-treated feeders when placed 
on feed, (2) previously implanted 
cattle may be so out of shape from 
side effects caused by summer im- 
plants that they will sell at a dis- 
count when finished, (3) implanted 
cattle are heavier and thus a poorer 
risk for the feeder who wants to put 
on the gain himself and (4) there is 
uncertainty as to whether the im- 
plants were made properly and at 
the recommended dosage level. 

On the other hand, the producer of 
feeder calves or yearlings is inter- 
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ested in getting all the performance 
possible out of his cattle. Many have 
no knowledge of who buys their cat- 


tle on the open market, while others . 


have a “reputation” for top quality 
feeder cattle. Some may be more 
cautious than others about implant- 
ing steers on pasture, but both are 
interested in more pounds to sell at 
an equal or better selling price. 


implanting, Preferred Method 


Implanting is the preferred meth- 
od of administering stilbestrol to cat- 
tle on pasture because it is cheaper 
and no supplemental feed is neces- 
sary as a carrier. Numerous tests 
show it will increase gains on grass, 
the amount of additional gain de- 
pending on many factors. But the 
results have been remarkably con- 
sistent. 

From 12 to 36 mg. implants at 
the base of the ear have been used, 
but recent tests indicate that 12 mg. 
may be enough for a good response, 
with less chance of side effects. For 
example, yearling steers at the Ok- 
lahoma station last year were im- 
planted with either 12, 24, and 36 
mg. and gained 27, 21, and 26 
pounds, respectively, more than their 
controls. Virginia and Montana re- 
sults seem to agree that 12 mg. may 
be as satisfactory as higher levels. 

Suckling calves at several experi- 
ment stations have shown boosts in 
weaning weight of about 25-30 
pounds due to low levels of stilbes- 
trol implants (usually 12 mg.) at 3 
to 4 months of age. 

The implant costs only a few 
cents, but the additional gain could 
well be offset by a discount in sell- 
ing price. For example, suppose we 
implant a yearling steer at the start 
of the summer grazing season and 
obtain 30 pounds additional gain by

fall. At today’s prices, this might 
be worth 26 cents a pound, or a total 
of $7.80. But if the price drops $1.00 
a hundred on a 750-pound feeder, 
this advantage would be nearly elim- 
inated. And on many markets this 
past year, reductions of $2.00 to 
$3.00 per cwt. were being asked on 
implanted feeders. 

No wonder many feeder cattle 
producers, especially those who have 
a high regard for their reputation 
as producers of “honest” cattle, or 
those who sell to the same northern 
feeder year after year, hold back 
from im planting even though it 
might mean a substantial increase 
in gain at negligible cost. 


How Good Are They? 


The question to be answered is: 
How good are implanted feeder cat- 
tle? Are buyers justified in asking 
a lower price when cattle have been 
implanted on summer pasture? 

The issue is far from settled, but 
much work has been done. Basically, 
the trouble is that we do not know 
what stilbestro] does to the animal 
body. If it promotes true growth, as 
some researchers claim, we would 
expect the advantage from implant- 
ing to be more “permanent” than if 
it were merely a reflection of in- 
creased moisture in the carcass and 
other less desirable effects. By not 
knowing the exact role of stilbestrol 
in stimulating gain, we find it diffi- 
cult to know what to expect of sub- 
sequent performance of implanted 
feeders. 

Data are piling up, however, to the 
effect that previous implanting on 
pasture—if done properly and with 
relatively low levels of stilbestrol— 
has little effect on subsequent feed- 
lot performance. This varies with 
age of cattle, level of implant used, 
amount of response to pasture im- 
planting, and whether or not the 
cattle receive hormone treatment in 
the feedlot. 

Young suckling calves have been 
implanted with 12-24 mg. at about 
314% months of age at the Oklahoma 
station. Several groups of steer and 
heifer calves have been full-fed after 
weaning, whereas other implanted 
and untreated calves have been win-

Texas Hereford breeders 

strengthened their position 
as the leading state in purebred reg- 
istrations during the last fiscal year 
by recording a total of 65,428 calves, 
an increase of 7,571 over the pre- 
vious year. 

Oklahoma breeders advanced 
from fifth to second with a total of 
28,018 registrations. 

Kansas maintained its position of 
third on the list with 27,764. Ne- 
braska, second on the list last year, 
was fourth this year.

The Beef Grading Study 

Committee of the American 
National Cattlemen’s Assn., called 
by Chairman Dean Brown of Santa 
Maria, Calif., to consider suggestions 
that the American National arrange 
an industry-wide meeting to study 
re-alignment in federal grade stand- 
ards, concluded in a Denver confer- 
ence Sept. 8 that- - 

1, Current acceptance of beef at 
prices relatively higher than other 
red meat makes this an inoppor- 
tune time to disturb grades, and 
grading may be contributing to beef 
popularity. 

2. If grade adjustments are made 
they should promote welfare of pro- 
ducers and reward growers of ani- 
mals with high ratio of lean to fat 
and bone and other quality factors. 

3. Changes should be based on re- 
search, which at the request of the 
American National is under way but 
still incomplete. (Expanded research 
was urged.) 

4. There is no assurance that put- 
ing part of Good grade up into 
Choice or moving part of Choice up 
into Prime, as has been proposed, 
would alleviate the surplus fat prob- 
lem. (The range of degree of fat, 
wherever the lines are drawn, would 


continue, as would the “liner” prob- 
lem.) 

5. With no new facts to go on, 
an inter-industry meeting at this 
time seems premature.

Dr. R. J. Anderson of the 
=~ USDA Animal Disease Erad- 
ication Division told directors of the 
Texas and Southwestern Cattle Rais- 
ers Assn. that the vaccination plan 
is preferable to the test-and-slaugh- 
ter plan for brucellosis control in 
areas of heavy cattle population. 
“Where incidence of the infection 
is high, the vaccination program has 
many advantages over other meth- 
ods of brucellosis control,’’ Dr. An- 
derson said. “Such incidence gen- 
erally occurs, of course, in heavily 
populated areas such as the Gulf 
Coast and eastern part of Texas.”

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is needed to penetrate the long, 
thick, fur-like coats of cattle from 
the high prairies. 

Our own observations of a prac- 
tical way of determining if spray is 
wetting the skin is to notice whether 
or not the spray parts the hair the 
instant it strikes the animal. The 
type of nozzle and the distance it is 
held from the area to be sprayed 
are important factors in penetration. 
A drive nozzle or a semi-drive nozzle 
will penetrate the hair coat much 
better than a mist-type nozzle. When 
low pressures are used, the closer 
the nozzle is held to the surface to 
be sprayed, the better the spray goes 
through the hair coat to wet the 
skin. 

The Underline Spray 

When an animal is thoroughly 
covered with a penetrating spray 
both top and underline, the control 
results compare favorably with dip- 
ping. Sprays applied with good un- 
derline equipment contact the thin- 
ner underline skin of the animal 
where materials are more quickly 
absorbed, where direct sunshine has 
less chance of neutralizing the 
chemicals and where spray materials 
are on the coolest part of the body. 
Underline equipment is best placed 
midway in the chute, otherwise in a 
gate opened about 30 inches. 


Grub Control Pays 

The problem of cattle grub control 
has a positive, practical dollar and 
cents answer. Our 1957-1958 test on 
453 Kansas feed lot heifers showed 
that cattle treated with a systemic 
made an added average gain of ap- 
proximately one-quarter pound per 
day over the untreated lot over a 
97-day feeding period. Added profits 
on carcasses and hide values 
amounted to $5.71 per head, net, 
over cost of the systemic. So grub 
control not only increases daily 
gains, but prevents the usual grub 
dock of around $1 per cwt. on grub- 
infested cattle.

Frequent Feeding Best 


Feeding beef cattle six times daily 
rather than once daily has produced 
favorable effects. 

Cattle fed this frequently con- 
sumed more feed, made faster gains 
and used their feed more efficiently. 
This statement is based on a recent 
U. of Illinois feeding trial. 

W. W. Albert, animal science re- 
searcher, explained that with auto- 
matic equipment making more fre- 
quent feeding possible, researchers 
wanted to see if it is practical. 

From the results, it seems that 
frequent feeding does have advan- 
tages. Cattle in the trial, that were 
fed six times daily, consumed 17 per 
cent more feed per head daily than 
cattle fed twice daily. They also 
made a 21 per cent faster gain in 
addition to converting their feed 
more efficiently. 

Another phase of the trial com- 
pared feeding six times daily versus 
twice daily and self-feeding. Once 
again steers fed six times daily 
out-performed steers fed twice daily. 
They consumed 5 per cent more feed, 
gained 10 per cent faster, and pro- 
duced a pound of gain on 4.5 per cent 
less feed. 

The self-fed steers consumed more 
feed than either of the two groups. 
But they were intermediate in rate 
of gain and feed efficiency. 

Albert noted also that cattle fed 
six times daily seemed to digest their 
feed more efficiently. 
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High-Moisture Equals 
Number 2 Corn in Test 


Corn with a moisture level of 25 
or 30 per cent was equal to, but not 
better than, No. 2 corn in feeding 
value in recent U. of Illinois tests. 
This report was one of several pre- 
sented at the annual Cattle Feeders 
Day. 

In reporting the high-moisture 
corn test, George E. Mitchell added 
that corn with 35 per cent moisture 
produced lower and less efficient 
gains than dry corn. 

In the trial, four lots of heifers 
were full-fed a ration of test corn 
plus hay and soybean meal. The 
results: Three lots of heifers that 
received corn with 15, 24 and 29 per 
cent moisture made approximately 
the same gains of 1.9 pounds a day. 
Heifers receiving corn with 35 per 
cent moisture averaged 1.51 pounds 
of gain a day. 

The average feed required per 
hundred pounds of gain for heifers 


in the first three lots was 1,045 
pounds.: Costs averaged about $19.85 
per hundred pounds of gain. Heifers 
receiving the 35 per cent corn, how- 
ever, required 1,194 pounds of feed. 
This cost $22.58 per hundred pounds 
of gain. 

Mitcliell added that the 35 per cent 
corn had a musty odor and an off 
color and varied from firm kernels 
to fine meal. 


Fall Soil Testing Best 


Fall soil testing offers several ad- 
vantages, according to Rodney 
Tucker, extension agronomist at 
Colorado State University. 

“From the standpoint of analysis, 
soil samples taken in the fall are 
equally as good as the spring sam- 
ples. In fact, we feel we may get an 
even better evaluation of plant nu- 
trients with samples taken in the 
fall when the soil is dry than we do 
with samples from wet soil in the 
spring.”

Animal Health 
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Larger Iron Doses 
Prevent Pig Anemia 


Higher doses of injectable iron can 
give little pigs longer-lasting protec- 
tion from nutritional anemia, a U. of 
Minnesota swine nutritionist reports. 

R. J. Meade made the research 
report during the annual Swine 
Feeder’s Day. He told farmers re- 
cent studies showed that injecting 
150 to 200 mg. of iron into pigs at 
three to four days of age made it 
unnecessary to treat the pigs later. 

By 35 days of age, pigs so treated 
still had high blood hemoglobin lev- 
els and were not anemic. Hemoglobin 
level is a measure of whether a pig 
is anemic. 

On the other hand, pigs injected 
at the start with only 100 mg.— 
up to now the recommended dose— 
had lower hemoglobin levels when 
35 days old. In fact, these pigs under 
farm conditions would probably have 
needed another injection at about 
21 days of age. 

The higher level, though, made 
the second injection unnecessary. 
Protection up to 35 days is about 
all that’s needed; by that time, pigs 
are usually eating enough feed so 
they can get their iron that way. 

Meade and other scientists also 
reported research showing that: 

In general, level of protein in a 
hog’s ration has little or no effect 
on carcass quality. More important 
is to feed the right amount of pro- 
tein for maximum gain and feed 
efficiency. 

Pelleted bar'ey may have a bright 
future in hog feeding. Pigs at the 
Northwest Experiment station, 
Crookston, gained as well on a pel- 
leted barley ration as did other pigs 
fed a ration based on ground yellow 
corn. For example, one group fed 
a pelleted barley ration gained 1.7 
pounds per day, compared to 1.55 to 
1.61 for pigs on corn rations. There 
was also little difference in amount 
of feed required for a pound of gain. 


Get Sheep Ready Now 
for Profits Next Year 


Sheep growers aiming at greater 
returns next year should spend time 
this fall shaping up their ewe and 
ram herds, advises George E. Scott, 
extension sheep and wool specialist 
at Colorado State. 

Scott suggests dividing the young- 
er ewes into production groups. The 


better group should be bred to white- 
face rams to provide a selection of 
replacement ewes for the following 
season. The poorer group of ewes 
should be crossed with blackface 
rams to produce market lambs only. 
At least 40 per cent of the good, 
younger ewes should be used in the 
whiteface. program to give the sheep 
grower enough replacement ewes. 
Ewes for the replacement group 
should be carefully selected for size, 
sound mouths, wool and open face 
characteristics. Tight or woolly faced 
ewes and ewes showing britchiness 
or hairiness of fleece should go into 
the cross-breeding group. 
Information on fleece weight and 
staple length gained at shearing 
time can be a helpful guide in p'acing 
the ewes in the production groups. 
Scott doesn’t expect sheep growers 
will cull heavily this year, since most 
will at least want to maintain the 
size of their bands. But ewes with 
bad mouths or spoiled udders should 
be taken out of the band. Older ewes 
with smooth mouths can be sold for 
farm flock use, but those with 
spoiled udders or defective, deformed 
jaws should be sold for slaughter 
only. 


Face Fly May Become 
A Household Pest, too 


Will the new face fly become a 
household pest? ‘‘Only time will tell,” 
says entomologists at the Ohio Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. At 
present they are concentrating their 
efforts toward finding a way to keep 
the face fly off livestock. Few of the 
repellents and poisons commonly 
used against the ordinary housefly 
are effective, so the search is con- 
tinuing. 

There is speculation that the face 
fly could move into houses in the 
chill days of autumn. If the flies do 
seek crevices in houses in which to 
spend the winter, the nuisance would 
be at its worst next spring. Then the 
warm weather would bring them out 
in droves. 

The only major farm animal on 
which the face flies have not been 
observed is the pig. First spotted on 
beef cattle, reports flowed in from 
Ohio farms of outbreaks on dairy 
cattle, sheep and horses. 

Since Ohio first reported the new 
insect, it has been spotted also in 
Indiana, Illinois, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and West Virginia. 
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Pasture-Fed Pigs 
Compare With Drylot 


More information on use of anti- 
biotics, hygromycin and other “an- 
tibacterial agents’ for growing hogs 
has been collected by U. of Minne- 
sota swine nutritionists. 

Adding 20 gms. of a mixture con- 
taining zinc bacitracin and procaine 
penicillin slightly increased rate of 
gain of pigs fed in drylot. Pigs get- 
ting the mixture averaged 1.61 
pounds per day, compared with 1.52 
for those not fed the additives. 

Howéver, there wasn’t as much 
difference among pigs fed on alfalfa- 
brome pasture. And the increase that 
did occur in drylot wasn’t enough to 
really be important. 

Adding Hygromycin B to the ra- 
tion actuaNy resulted in slightly 
lower gains for drylot pigs, but 
caused no difference for pigs fed on 
pasture. The gain reductions in dry- 
lot were eliminated by using zinc 
bacitracin and procaine penicillin 
along with the Hygromycin. 

Apart from the additives them- 
selves, pasture-fed pigs averaged 
1.45 pounds daily gain, compared 
with 1.51 for ail pigs fed in drylot. 
That is a much smaller difference 
than often expected. There also 
wasn’t much difference in the 
amount of feed eaten by drylot and 
pasture-fed pigs. But if you added 
the forage consumed by pigs on pas- 
ture, their total feed intake would 
be higher, of course. 

The ration used in these studies 
was made up of corn, soybean oil 
meal and a vitamin A and B supple- 
ment for those on drylot. Also, pigs 
on drylot got rations with 2 per cent 
higher protein than those on pasture. 


Alfalfa Carotene Loss 
Reduced by Stabilizer 


A new vitamin stabilizer for de- 
hydrated alfa’fa meal has been re- 
cently formulated by the USDA. 

Known as EMQ, it prevents loss 
of carotene (green color in forage), 
xanthophylls (yellow color as in 
corn), and vitamin E. Dehydrated 
alfalfa meal under normal conditions 
loses its carotene content very rap- 
idly. Approximately 30 per cent of 
the carotene is lost through the oxi- 
dation process. EMQ reduces this 
loss to approximately 10 per cent. 

In the development of a process 
for applying EMQ the scientists 
found that dissolving the stabilizer 
in inedible animal fat and spraying 
it on reduced dustiness of alfalfa 
meal.

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Month-Old Calves 
Can Eat Grain 


A month-old calf has a better di- 
gestive system than she’s been given 
credit for, says Donald Hillman, a 
dairy specialist at Michigan State. 

“Real young calves need either 
whole milk or a dry-milk substitute 
to stay alive,” the scientist explains. 
“The milk requirement rapidly de- 
creases after the calf reaches 30 
days of age.” 

At an age of 25 days, the calf’s di- 
gestive system apparently changes, 
Hillman theorizes. Either rumen de- 
velopment or new digestive enzymes 
start making better use of grain and 
hay. 

Recent research at Purdue Uni- 
versity leads Hillman to these con- 
clusions: 

“Cattle eat a little grain when 
they are about one week old. Grain 
and hay can really start replacing 
milk and milk replacers at the one- 
thonth mark. Milk feeding can stop 
entirely after two months. 

“Three feeding systems—whole 
milk, limited milk plus a meal or 
pellet starter, and a dry-milk-solid 
feed—give good growth. The whole- 
milk system costs more than the 
limited-milk method, almost twice as 
much as the milk-replacer approach. 

“Calves eat little hay during their 
first 30 to 40 days. Then they’ll 
start eating more if they are on a 
limited-milk or milk-replacer system. 

“The grain ration fed to calves 
needs about 15 per cent protein. The 
Purdue researcher got good results 
by using a ration with 58 per cent 
corn, 25 per cent oats and 15 per 
cent soybean meal. 

“Limiting grain to three pounds 
per day boosts hay consumption. 
Calves eat three pounds per day at 
about 30 to 40 days of age.” 


Apply Sterilants Now 


From now until freeze up is the 
best time to apply soil sterilants to 
perennial weeds, says L. A. Jensen, 
NDAC extension agronomist. 

Weed killers such as sodium chlo- 
rate, atlacide, borascu and mixtures 
of these and other chemicals are 
especially useful on small patches of 
perennial weeds. Length of soil ste- 
rility varies with the chemical and 
amount applied. Follow-up treatment 
is necessary next year to get missed 
plants and any regrowth. Soil ster- 
ilants do not affect unsprouted seed 
and these may germinate later and 
re-establish the patch. 

It is best to mow the patch first 
and then apply the chemical. Soil 
sterilants are usually applied dry.

tered at relatively low levels. Results 
show that the implanted calves con- 
tinue to perform as well as those not 
implanted. Thus the increased rate 
of gain made from implanting young, 
suckling calves may well be true 
growth, and this advantage may be 
maintained when calves are carried 

beyond weaning. 

With yearling steers, implanted at 
the start of the summer pasture 
season, subsequent performance in 
the feedlot is more variable. Rather 
extensive data are now available 
from tests at Oklahoma, Nebraska 
and Wyoming. Other stations have 
also reported on this problem, but 
data from the above stations have 
been summarized in the table as 
being typical of the subsequent feed- 
lot performance of pasture-im- 
planted and non-treated cattle in 
drylot. 

In certain of the trials, some: of 
the untreated cattle were implanted 
as they were placed on feed and 
others re-implanted. Both stilbestrol 
and other hormone combinations 
have been used. 

The results with yearlings appear 
to be different than for calves. Sub- 
sequent feedlot performance of pas- 
ture-implanted yearling cattle ap- 
pears to be slightly reduced. This 
effect occurred in 4 out of 5 of the 
above trials summarized. This aver- 
age was 0.10 pound per head daily, 
and would mean 15 pounds over a 
150 day feeding period, or $4.20 per 
head in final feedlot value at 28 


cents per pound. On an 800 pound 
feeder, this would mean a reduction 
in feeder value of about $0.50 per 
ewt. to the feeder buyer. The effect 
of a summer implant on carcass 
grade has been variable. In several 
tests, non-treated cattle have re- 
sponded better to a feedlot implant 
than pasture-implanted cattle. 


Overstimulation Possible 


Often, as new developments in 
livestock production appear, there is 
skepticism and doubt on the part of 
both producer and buyer. Then too, 
a substance as potent as stilbestrol 
may well be abused and cattle dan- 
gerously overstimulated. On this 
score, there is some grounds for 
buyer resistance to treated cattle. 
Bear in mind that the above experi- 
ment station tests were conducted 
under controlled conditions and with 
carefully controlled dosages of the 
hormone-like drug. Under practical 
conditions, this aspect may be diffi- 
cult to control. Also, the response of 
previously treated cattle may depend 
on how much extra gain they made 
from having been implanted on pas- 
ture, or the amount of second im- 
plant used as they enter the feedlot. 
These problems remain to be worked 
out. 

But it seems clear that when stil- 
bestrol or other hormone-like drugs 
are used properly, there is little 
grounds for feeder buyers to impose 
a heavy discount. As confidence de- 
velops, feeder buyers in the future 
may pay little attention to properly 
implanted feeder cattle. © ®

IF YOU ARE PLANNING a me- 
chanical feedlot setup for beef cat- 
tle, there are several important items 
to take into consideration. Access to 
feed storage from the fields, drain- 
age, expansion area and direction of 
the feed bunks can make a lot of 
difference in convenience. If the dis- 
tance from farmstead to cultivated 
fields makes it necessary to haul all 
crops in from a distance and haul 
all manure back to the cropland 
area, why not locate the feed lot 
nearer the center of your crop opera- 
tions? If your buildings are on a 
high hill, why haul all feed and 
manure up and down hill? If at all 
possible, locate the feed lot down 
the hill and near the highway for 
convenience in bringing in feed and

Do you always plan to feed the 
same number of cattle you are now 
handling? Some day your program 
could get bigger. Lay out any new 
feed storage and feed bunk installa- 
tions to allow for the possibility of 
future expansion. 

Heavy rains or thawing snow and 
ice can cause a lot of water to ac- 
cumulate in a paved feed lot. Try to 
plan your feed lot to provide ade- 
quate drainage. Don’t locate feed 
storage or sheds in the path of such 
drainage. 

Run the feed bunks north and 
south if possible, especially if you 
plan to put a roof over them. This 
arrangement will give the sun a 
chance to thaw frozen manure, snow 
and ice from either side of the bunks, 
and cleaning will not be so difficult. 


A modern feed handling, storage 
and processing unit should be the 
first order of business in bringing 
your feeding operations up to date. 
Whether you use bunk augers or a 
power-driven feeding and mixing 
wagon will depend to some extent 
on the size of your operation. Bunk 
augers are well adapted to a com-
